One phase of the eampaign in the
national capital has proved a puzzle to
many observers here, It is the appar-
ent preponderance of Republicans in
Washington. ‘The naturnl expectation,
nfter years of Demueratic administra-
tion, would be that a majority of the
workers, officials and business men, or
at least half of them, would be Demo-
cratic.in affiliation or sympathy.

eity. The governor and hls party are
scheduled to reach Toledo early In the
evening and will return to Dayton an
soon as the speech s over,

Preparations were made today at
the governor's newspaper office for the
receipt of results on election night. Spe-
cial telegraph instruments set up in
the office included a receiving apparatus
used in the election won by Grover
Cleveland more than a quarter of a
century ago.

The governor will return to this
city from Toledo early election morn-
ing, and expects to vote as- he goes to
his farm from the train. He plans
to spend the day st home, coming to
his mewgpaper plant as soon as the first
polls dl the country close.

Surday was a quiet day for the can-
didate; spent at his home with mem-
bera of his family, except for a short
tramp through the woods. He also is-
sued A statement, asserting that his
visits to thirty-six states convinesed him
that the sentiment of the country fa-
vored the League of Nations, and add-
ing that Henator Harding's election
meant that the peace treaty with the
league covenant would not be sent to
the Benate for ratification.
